DYING WOMEN 
GET $48,000 


Five Who Are Facing Slow 
Death Are Assured Money, 
For Treatment. 


Newark, N. J., June 6.— (AP) — 
The suits for five women who are 
said by physicians and scientists 
to be slowly dying from the result 
of radioactive poisoning, contract­ 
ed while in the employ 
of 
the 
United States Radium corporation, 
were settled 
out of 
court Mon­ 
day. 
The settlem ent, 
according 
to 
Federal Judge Clark, who acted 
as intermediary, was equivalent to 
a jury verdict of $48,000 for each 
woman. 
The 
plaintiffs 
each 
brought suit for $250,000 damages 
g a in s t the corporation. 
The following w'ere the terms 
as announced by Judge Clark: 
Ten thousand dollars in cash, 
free and clear; 
All past medical expenses (said 


by plaintiffs’ counsel to average 
$2000 Iter each woman); . 
Pension of $600 per annum for 
each woman during disability; 
All future medical expenses dur­ 
ing disability; 
A counsel fee of $15,000 (to 
cover all cases); 
Fort)y-five hundred dollars for 
legal disbursements (to cover all 
cases). 
The women are Miss Grace Fry­ 
er, Miss Katherine Sehaubr, Mrs. 
Edna Hussman, Mrs. Albina Lar- 
ice and Mrs. Quinta McDonald. 
The latter two are sisters, and 
Amelia Maggia, a third member 
of their family, died several years 
ago from the disease they have 
contracted. 
It was agreed that each of the 
women would receive 
the 
lump 
sum on or before June ll. 
The 
settlem ent further stipulated that 
a medical board be established to 
pnss on the question of future dis­ 
ability and future medical expenses 
and will consist of one doctor nam ­ 
ed by each side and one chosen by 
the other two. 
In w riting their acceptance of 
the proposal, counsel for the de­ 
fendants stated they did not rec­ 
ognize or adm it liability in the 
cases, “but were actuated solely 
by hum anitarian reasons.” 
“The settlem ent will not atone 
to the victims far their pain and 
suffering,” Judge Clark said. “ No 
amount of money could. 
It seem­ 
ed not unreasonable, however, to 
forego this in exchange for' cer­ 
tainty rather than the hazards of 
litigation.” 
Judge Clark, who acted as a pri­ 
vate citizen in the effort to reach 
an agreement, said the settlem ent 
would assure each of the women 
an income of $1200 a year, which 
he had learned was $200 in excess 
of their earnings before injury. 
The five women alleged thjpy 
had taken the radioactive substance 
into their bodies while pointing in
